and believes the rejection in the Final Rejection to be valid. In the response filed 5/22/2007, Applicant argues along the same line of 
reasoning as in the previous amendment. Examiner maintains the position presented in the Final Rejection. 

Regarding the first point of argument that communication devices are distinct from switching devices, Applicant presents the argument 
that applicants have the right to be their own lexicographer. However, this is for the case where specific definitions of particular terms are 
provided in the specification. The fact that the two terms are used in the same claim merely indicates that different devices, say device A 
and device B, are claimed in the method and system. However, Examiner is valid in giving reasonably broad interpretation that device A 
("a communication device") is a device from a superset of device B ( M a switching device"). It is completely reasonable to consider a switch 
to fit in both of these sets. Further, it is also completely reasonable to distinguish between different types of switches to rea ;d on the 
limitation that there are different types of communication devices involved. 

Regarding the argument that the signaling takes place from a central device, Applicant asserts that this necessarily indicates that the 
signalling originates from a central device. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The language merely indicates that the signalling must 
proceed from the central device to another device and not terminate at the central device, the "from" limitation that Applicant argues 
indicates the origination limitation merely means that signalling starts or continues from the central device to another device. 
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
